Navy Destroyer Picks Up

NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—Planes and 
vessels searched the sea off New 
York today for the body of Lieut. 
George F. McDermott, fifth flier to 
die in connection with the United 
States army's task of carrying the 
air-mail. 

Enroute from New York to 
Langley Field, Va., to pick up mail 
planes, McDermott and two other 
flyers were forced down amid 
crashing waves off Rockaway Point.

from exposure. It could not find 
McDermott nor salvage the plane.

CHEAP POWER 


Favor of Local En- 


largements 

If the city undertook the propos- 
ed extension to the city power plant 
at an estimated cost of $1,200,000, 
costs of producing energy by the 
steam plant in the future would be 
lower than would be the case if the 
interconnection with the Calgary 
Power Company was continued on 
the present basis. 

That is the conclusion drawn by 
Supt. W. J. Cunningham, head of 
the street railway and power de- 
partments, in a comprehensive re- 
port on Edmonton's power ques- 
tion. This report has been for- 
warded to aldermen. 

The existing agreement providing 
for the interchange of power be- 
tween the city and the Calgary 
Power Company terminates. October 
1, 1935, 

TWO METHODS 

Following expiration of the agree- 
ment the city has choice of two de- 
finite methods of supplying elec- 
trical energy to provide for the re- 
quirements of its customers, The 
first is with steam-generated en- 
ergy and the second is with steam 
and Hydro-generated energy com- 
bined. The latter involves a work- 
ing arrangement of some form or 
other between the city and the Cal- 
gary Power, 

Explaining the first method, that 
of steam-generated energy, Mr. 
Cunningham points out that this 
deals with power supplied from the 
plant within the city and operating 
with no connection to another gen- 
erating system. The total effective 
capacity of the plant must exceed 
by a sufficient margin the total 
of actual peak loads arising from 
the demands of its customers in 
order to ensure continuous service. 
The existing steam plant is unable 
to meet this requirement. Maximum 
demands on the plant during the 
last five years have been as fol- 
lows: 1929, 16,900 kilowatts; 1930, 
16,000; 1931, 15,200; 1932, 15,400; 1933, 
15,030. 

MUST CARRY PEAK LOAD 

The report states in part: “In my 
opinion, it should be considered a 
prime necessity with the intercon- 
nection in effect, that the steam 
plant must be capable of carrying 
the maximum load of the city at all 
times, in the event of a continuing 
interruption of supply from the 
transmission of the company. 

“It is evident that a decision 
should be arrived at by the admin- 
istration as between continuing the 
interconnection with the Calgary 
Power Company in some form or 
other and generating the power 
requirements of Edmonton solely 
by the steam plant. 

“If an interconnection between 
the city system and that of the Cal- 
gary Power Company is to be con- 
tinued, the expenditure required on

for a further period until either the 
growth of load or other causes re- 
quire the city to proceed with the 
proposed .extension. 

“In any event, while an exten- 
sion to the available steam plant 
may be deferred if the interconnec- 
tion is continued, it should be 
understood a new plant will be re- 
quired when the load demand is 
such that the stecm plant, with ade- 
quate reserve, cannot meet the 
maximum demands of the city.” 


THREE-YEAR DEMANDS 


Assuming an increase of one per 
cent in 1934, two per cent in 1935 
and three per cent in 1936, 1937 and 
1938, the peak demands for the next 
five years would be as follows: 
1934, 15,200 kilowatts; 1935, 15,500; 
1936, 16,000; 1937, 16,500; 1938, 17,000. 

The power official states there is 
danger under certain conditions of 
the plant being unable to meet the 
peak demand. “It !s obvious that 
the prime importance of power 
supply to the city of Edmonton is 
such that dependence upon the 
existing plant without reserve 
equipment could not be continued,” 
he states, 

The capacity of the extension re- 
quired is placed tentatively at not 
less than 15,000 K.W. Mr. Cunning- 
ham states that it is quite probable 
a better capital investment would 
result from a 20,000 K.W. turbine as 
the excess capacity is obtained at 
low initial cost, 


ITEMIZED COST 

Itemized capital cost of the pro- 
posed extension is estimated as fol- 
lows, the total being $1,200,000; 
building costs, $156,500; two boilers 
and boiler equipment, $310,600; one

NELSON, B.C, Feb. 24.—About | 
100 men from the relief camp at} 


Shore Acres spent last night in 
Nelson either rolled in blankets 
under the stars, or sleeping inside 
after making private dickers. 

The men came into town from the 
camp, about 15 miles from here, 
and were informed by British Col- 
umbia Provincial Police that having 


left meals and beds, another place 
could not be. provided for them. 
Other efforts to secure a general 
shelter also failed. 

A strike started Wednesday at 
the Shore Acres camp, operated by 


the department of national defence, | 


and culminated yesterday in pro- 
vincial police asking those who re- 
fused to return to work, to leave, 
about a third of the men said they 
were willing to work, but the bal- 
ance, numbering close to 100, started 
for Nelson. 


SENT BAGGAGE AHEAD 

Preceded by their packs in hired 
trucks, and by some of the older 
men in busses, the main body ar- 
rived in Nelson between eight and 
nine o'clock after the 15-mile hike. 
They interviewed Inspector John 
MacDonald at Provincial Police 
headquarters and were told there 
was no accommodation for them.

bank should not be established . 


We therefore have the govern- 
ment of Canada proposing to 
par‘iament that the report of the 
two English members of the bank- 
ing commission, one of whom is a 
| director of the Bank of England, 
should be followed despite the 
opposition of the three Canadian | 
representatives. | 

The banking legislation now sub- | 
mitted to parliament proposes that 
'a privately owned bank with the 
| comparatively small capital of five 
million dollars shall control and 
| regulate the volume of credit and 
| currency purchasing power avail- 
| able to the Canadian people. It is 
also to enjoy the privilege of man- 
; aging the nation’s international 
| buying power and to function as 
the supreme adviser to the govern- 
| ment on matters ot monetary policy. 


By this legislation the govern- 
ment of the Dominion of Canada 
is vesting in a privately owned 
corporation the power to control 
the economic life of the Canadian 
people within the nation and the 
life of the nation in a world of 
nations, | 


That any government should 
delegate such extraordinary control 
over the destiny of its citizens and 
the nation at large to men who are 
usurers offers the best possible ex- 
ample of an anachornism. It is com- 
pletely out of time and place in this | 
day and generation, | 


It is merely a} 
revival of a relic of the pagan days | 
of land labour and illiteracy. 

Under this legislation the gov- 
ernment delegates to a privately 
owned corporation the right to | 
issue paper currency and bank | 
credit which will in turn be used | 
to purchase governmental bonds. | 
Even assuming that a twenty-five 
percent gold reserve is retained 
against the issue of national bank 
notes this bank can buy twenty- 
five dollars worth of gold and 
issue one hundred dollars in cur- 
rency with which it can purchase 
provincial and municipal interest 
bearing bonds. 


The mere fact that a portion of 
the deposits shall accrue to the 
national government will not in any 
way directly benefit the municipal 
or provincial taxpayers, 


POWER EXTENSION 


Insofar as the taxpayers are con- 
cerned it is merely an extension of | 
the powers of those who have al- 
ready reduced the taxpayers to 
bankruptey. 

The bank is so organized that 
it cannot be of major value to the 
Canadian nation but it is so des- 
signed that it can be effectively 
used to assist in maintaining the 
international credit racketeer’s 
control over modern civilization. 
Banking monopolies of the kind 
this legislation establishes mean 
a continuation of want, privation, 
internal dissension and interna- 
tional war. 


It vests in those whose primary 
object is to use money and credit 
as instruments of appropriation the 
control of the progress of human- 
ity. 

It creates government by the 
banker, of the banker, and for the 
banker, and makes government by 
the people, and for the people, 
subservient to the god of mam- 
mon and usury. 


In condemnation of this proposal 
Mr. Beaudry Leman, endorsed by 
Sir Thomas White, disagreeing with 
Lord Macmillan and his colleague 
frankly pointed out in their dis- 
senting reports that the establish- 
ment of a central bank for Canada 
would only mean the “setting up” 
of« another expensive mechanism 
that will not bring to the Canadian 
monetary and financial system ad- 
ditional wealth or capital but will 
divest the state of some of the 
powers it now exercises and will 
diminish the strength of the exist- 
ing institutions.” 


EXERCISE POWERS 


He also clearly pointed out that 
the governments of England, United | 
States and France had to exercise 
their prerogative power in the 
realm of money and credit to pre- 
vent the monetary and economic 
systems of those nations collapsing 
in chaos under central bank man- 
agement and control, 

He said:— 

“In Great Britain the govern- 
ment and not the Bank of Eng- 
land provided the funds to estab- 
lish and operate the Equalization 
Fund in which some seventeen 
hundred million dollars are now 
involved. In the United States the 
Provisions of the statutes govern- 
ing the activities of the Federal 
Reserve banks have been pro- 
foundly altered this year to con- 
form with the policies and exi- 
gencies of the government of the 
United States. 


In France only: last year parlia- 
ment voted some ninety million 
dollars to guarantee the losses sus- 
tained by the Bank of France. These 
instances of what is happening in 
the wealthiest and most powerful 
countries in the world, each pro- 
vided with a central bank, (Mr, 
Leman points out) should” offer 
sufficient evidence as to what must 
inevitably happen to countries of 
lesser financial importance.” 


FORCED TO NATIONALIZE 

The failure of the central banks |

WHEN DOES ALBERTA GET 
ACTION? 
The people of British Columbia are appar- 


ently going to get the results they demanded 
when they ousted the Tolmie Government and 


entrusted Mr. Pattullo with the direction of 
their affairs, 
In a four, hundred word Speech from the 


Throne, the new Government announces a pro- 
gram of constructive action that will go far 
to set that province on the road to recovery. 
The provincial debt is to be re-financed. 
Machinery is to be created to settle debts on a 
basis of fairness, not merely to postpone them. 
Taxation is to be reduced for those least able 
to pay. These are three of the measures to be 
dealt with at the present session of the legis- 
lature, 

Those three items alone make up a more 
promising program of relief than any provincial 
government in Canada has carried through in 
the last four years of agony. 

Why does not the Government of Alberta 
strike out a course of action along the same 
lines? Or will the people of Alberta also have 
to wait until a general election gives them the 
chance to oust a ministry of drift before they 
can hope for anything in the way of a construc- 
tive effort to cut down their “overhead,” clear 
away the debt entanglements, and scale down 
their obligations into keeping with their in- 
comes? 


THE WRONG KIND 

The acid test of the central bank scheme 
introduced in parliament is how far a bank of 
that kind will go to meet the difficulties from 
which the people of Canada are now suffering, 
and how far it may be reasonably expected to 
go to prevent like conditions deyeloping in 
future, 

Any kind of a central bank is good enough 
when times are good. Canada got along witnout 
any institution of the kind, and without feeling 
the need of one, while product prices were sus- 
tained by a keen world demand and while 
employment at fair wages was plentiful. 

The only type of central bank worth bother- 
ing with is one that can and will by the control 
of credit and currency tend to curb booms and 
check depressions, maintain a uniform value 
for a dollar, and break the dependence of gov- 
ernments and business on the whims, fears and 


self-interest of men who control credit and 
currency supply for private profit. 
The legislation brought in at Ottawa may 


be ideal for the purpose of setting up a central 
bank for the benefit of bankers. A privately 


owned central bank, operated primarily to earn H 


6 per cent dividends for its stock-holders, and 
restricted to a currency issue based on a 25 per 
cent gold reserve, can be regarded only as an 
ingenious device to rivet upon the public the 
Shackles of scarce money and monopolized 


credit. | 


THEY DO NOT NEED HELP

From Scotland where the austere inhabi- 
tants take their religion seriously, comes a 
reaction to marriage of quite another kind. 
While most religious ministries are closed to 
women, the Congregational Church is one 
where women are eligible for the ministry. 


Rev. Vera M. Findlay, following in the foot- 
steps of Maude Royden, entered the ministry 
and was appointed to the Congregational 
church at Partick, outside Glasgow. Early last 
year she married and became Mrs. Colin Pen- 
mure. No objection seems to have been raised 
to her marrying. It is a privilege accorded male 
ministers of the Congregational Church. 

On the last day of last year the reverend 
lady gave birth to a child. This event has so 
stirred up antagonism in a section of the con- 
gregation that she has been obliged to resign 
from the ministry of the church. In her resign- 
ation she refers to “the deep opposition and 
active hostility” of a section of her congrega- 
tion. Thus the ministerial career of the first 
woman to be ¢alled to the ministry of a church 
in Scotland comes to an abrupt end. 

It would be interesting to crawl into the 
minds of those opposed to the minister becom- 
ing a mother and find out their mental pro- 
cesses. They have no objection to male minis- 
ters becoming fathers. That would be an occa- 
sion for congratulation, though the altruism 
and virtue in fatherhood is not so patent as in 
motherhood, 

Most likely it is a theological prejudice with 
its roots in the early teaching that sin came into 
the world through woman, and which caused 
the early church fathers to speak bitterly of 
them as a regretted though necessary evil. It’s 
a strange kind of reasoning that would allow 
the lady preacher to hold her position with 
honor had she practiced birth control, but that 
hold her unfit because she has gone through the 
Gethsemane of motherhood. 

Soon we are going to be entertained with a 
million dollars worth of sea-sport. Depression 
or no depression, Thomas A. Sopwith, British 
airplane manufacturer, is challenging for the 
American Gup, and Harold 8. Vanderbilt and 
his friends must defend.

Sir Thomas Lipton is not to end this inter- 
national sporting contest.

more even terms than any of the series yet 
sailed off Sandy Hook, The challenger will still 
have to sail across the Atlantic because the 
schooner America did it when she captured the 
cup eighty-three years ago, but the new rules 
forbid a lot of the freak gadgets that when 
built into the defender, handicapped the Lipton 
craft, which had to be staunch enough to sail 
the Atlantic. Grimmest irony of all was that 
morning in 1929 when the committee called off 
the race for that day because the wind was too 
much for the defender, though Shamrock IV, 
with reefed mainsail and lee rail awash, was 
racing through the waves to the starting point. 

There will be no glistening duraluminium 
mast on the defender this year. Both yachts 
will carry honest-to-goodness wooden masts. 
Both of them will have to be fitted with living 
quarters below deck for their crews, instead of 
allowing the defender to be bare inside save for 
hoisting equipment. By another drastic ehange 
in the rules this year, Sopwith will have the 
right to choose a challenger after an elimination 
contest between several likely craft, the same 
as the defender has. All these changes will 
heighten British and Canadian interest in the 
race, 

Sopwith, who is 45 years of age and a skilled 
engineer and aviator, is owner of the speedy 
twelve meter sloop Mouette, of Shamrock V 
(which he purchased from Lipton), and is 
building a special challenger. In a series of 
races against King George's big yacht Brit- 
tania, Sopwith in Shamrock V, last year nian- 
aged to run up a count of 24 wins against 13.

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A Bad Breath

As you are often told in advertisements, a 
bad breath is a social and business handicap. 
A breath with an unpleasant odor stretches the 
ties of friendship to the breaking point. While 
we may hesitate about offending others whom 
we meet in society or in business by an un- 
pleasant breath, it is likewise 
important that we try to 
avoid this sympotm even 
while at home when we are 
apt to be near the other 
members of the family. I 
have no way of knowing how 
many marriages have been 
strained because either the 
husband or the wife had 
halitosis, but it is probably 
true that if we are really try- 
Dr. F, McCoy ing to retain the affection of 
those for whom we care, that it is worthwhile 
to keep the breath sweet at all times. 

One becomes so accustomed to his own bad 
breath that he ceases to notice it, and unless 
some kind friend or relative tactfully suggests 
that halitosis is present, the patient is apt to 
be entirely unaware that he is giving offense. 

Foul breath has recently been given the 
polite name of halitosis and is not a disease but 
a symptom that something is wrong within the 
body. The cause may lie in decaying teeth, the 
presence of pus around the teeth as in a gum 
disorder, improper cleaning of the teeth which 
leaves food particles to decay in the mouth, or 
the cause may come from diseased tonsils. A 
very common cause of bad breath is nose and 
throat catarrh. 

However, I believe that the single most im- 
portant cause of an unpleasant breath is some 
kind of stomach trouble or indigestion. When 
constipation also exists, the breath may take 
on a very disagreeable odor. Such cases can 
only be cured by following a cleansing and 
purifying regimen which will remove any toxic 
wastes which are now present and prevent them 
from accumulating again. 

When a foul breath is an indication of in- 
ternal uncleanliness it is often extremely help- 
ful to use an exclusive acid fruit diet for a time. 
I have an article called “How to Fast and Diet 
for Health” which outlines a correct regimen to 
follow which is very often successful in banish- 
ing bad breath. 
| If you wish to secure a copy of it, please 
write to me. 

There are a number of preparations on the 
market designed to remove bad breath and 
until you have permanently overcome your 
trouble, I advise that you use one of them just 
prior to the time that you join any social gath- 
ering. This is a courteous, considerate thing for 
you to do and the precaution will take only a 
few seconds of your time. 

I strongly urge, if you have halitosis, that 
you begin as soon as possible, the treatment 
which will correct the underlying condition. 
‘A bad breath is a warning signal that tells you 
trouble is ahead. Heed the warning now while 
this symptom is easily corrected. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: From Duluth, Minn.: “At times 
I notice that I am bothered with black specks 
which float before the eyes.” 

ANSWER: Black specks which float before 
the eyes may assume various shapes, such as 
| dots or circles or short lines. They appear at 
various times, and a long time ago they were 
given the name of “flying flies.” They result 
from shadows which are thrown upon the retina 
and they often seem to float back and forth 
across the field of vision. The patient who is 
nearsighted may notice this symptom more 
often than the one with normal eyesight; how- 
ever, such floating specks do not indicate any- 
thing very serious and, when one is feeling well, 
they may entirely disappear, only to come back 
when one feels tired or nervous. Over-use of 
the eyes undoubtedly tends to make them in- 
crease. 

QUESTION: Mrs. B. J. S. of Philadelphia, 
Pa., writes: “I am troubled with bladder in- 
flammation and with an acid condition. Is this 
serious and is there any way in which it could 
turn into cancer? I also often get sick at my 
stomach.” 

ANSWER: The instructions for overcoming 
bladder inflammation and acidosis are entirely 
too long to be given in a short answer such as 
this. The’ best plan is for you to write to me 
again, and repeat the second part of your letter 
as this deals with a problem which requires a 
private answer.

A Day in Canadian History 


| OUR FIRST ANGLICAN BISHOP 


On this date, in 1816, the then 
small Church of England in Can- 
ada suffered a grievous loss by 
the death of the Rt. Rev. Charles 


Inglis, the first Bishop of Nova 
Scotia and the first colonial 
bishop. He was a Loyalist in | 


heart and deed. Prior to the re- | 
volution he was rector of Trinity | 
Church, New York, and did not 
hesitate to continue his prayers for 
King George and the Royal fam- 
ily, through the rebellion, even 
when George Washington and his 
soldiers attended service in Trin- 
ity. When the revolution made it 
clear that New York was no place 
for Loyalists, Dr. Inglis and his | 
family moved to Nova Scotia, and 
in 1787 he was appointed the first 
Anglican bishop in Canada. | 

His diocese covered the whole of 
Britain's possession wect to the 
Mississippi, including Newfound- 
land and Bermuda. It was not un- 
til six years later that the see of 
Quebec was established and Dr.

Mountain came to be the bishop 
of all the territory west of Quebec. 
It may be worth noting that Dr. 
Inglis paid his first episcopal visit 
to Quebec in August, 1789, when 
he administered the rite of con- 
firmation for the first time in that 
city to the Anglicans there 

The correspondence and jour- 
nals of Bishop Inglis, preserved in 
the Archives at Oitawa, testify to 
his systematic work, his zeal for 
the church, his practical common 
sense and the truly apostolic char- 
acter of the missionary journeys 
by which he attempted to reach 
the flock committed to his charge 
in his vast diocese. Perhaps his 
greatest work was his zeal for 
education which resulted in the 
foundation of schools and colleges 
which continue to this day and 
are proud to be able to claim that 
they were founded by Charles In- 
glis. He was buried in historic St. 
Paul's, Halifax, where his monu- 
ment can be seen; but his greatest 
monument is the Church of Eng- 
land in Canada of today, for he 
was its founder and father.

try no fewer than six and prob- 
ably eight millions of unemployed, 
representing virtually one third of 
its whole earning population.” 

These words were spoken re- 
cently, not by Douglas, or a Soc- 
jalist, or even a Liberal, but by 
the leader of the Conservatives in 
the Senate, Mr, Meighen. There 
is the answer to all the ignorant 
clap-trap written and spoken 
about ending the depression by 
employment through capital en- 
largement, It is impossible for in- 
dustry to generate enough wages, 
ralaries and dividends to sell what 
it produces, There is no means of 
increasing consumption relatively 
to production other than by cre- 
ating purchasing power that pre- 
cisely has not passed through the 
productive accounts. 

If high wages are the cure, how 
was it that the US.A, have come 
to such a depth of depression? 
High wages mean high prices and 
lead to increased output per man.

into prices,

there, the depression certainly has 


| not increased? 


The object of an economic sys- 
tem is not to create employment, 
but to preduce goods and services 
with the least employment pos- 
cible, The only sane object of 
production is consumption, and 
they can be equaled only by the 
crealion of purchasing power that 
is not derived from wages and 
salaries. Foreign trade should, 
and must, be restricted to trade 
for goods and material that can- 
not be produced at home. Beyond 
this simply means geiting rid of 
goods which cannot be sold at 
home because of lack of purchas- 
ing power. Leisure is not demor- 
alizing, economic slavery is. We 
owe practically all our civilization 
to the leisured few of the past, To 
argue otherwise is to argue that 
slaves are the noblest of human 
beings, Slavery demoralizes mas- 
ters and slaves. “These are naked 
and unassailable truths, which 
only stupidity can prevent any one 
from seeing.”

A HISTORY OF THE “ROYAL 
WILLIAM” 

The centenary of the first crossing 
of the Atlantic Ocean by a vessel 
using steam all the way, was com- 
memorated in Canada by the issue 
of the very handsome 5c, blue, com- 
memorative stamp, on which was 
pictured the “Royal William”, built 
at Quebec and ljaunched in April, 
1831. 

The vessel was fitted, at Montreal, 
with engines to develop 200 horse- 
power and her cost, when ready for 
sea, was $75,000. A group of Que- 
bec and Halifax merchants built the 
“Royal William” (assisted by a grant 
of $15,000 from the parliament of 
Lower Canada), for the purpose of 
plying between Montreal, Quebec 
and Nova Scotia. Three Cunard 
brothers, one of whom founded the 
present Cunard Line, were among 
the list of shareholders. 

She was laid up for the winter of 
1831-2, after three successful voy- 
ages to Halifax and intermediate 
points, but only one voyage was 
made in 1832 and her owners be- 
came bankrupt. The single trip 
was due to an outbreak of cholera, 
which developed into an epidemic,

A return lead of hearts 
will put West in with his K. If he 
does it at once West will win the 
third trick for his side by laying 
down his Ace of diamonds.

Hearts break 
so that the declarer may obtain a 
discard. His discard will be his last 
diamond, so that only 2 tricks need 
be lost—a trump trick and a heart 
trick. Players have to be careful 
not to be deprived of a trick by an 
astute opponent.

Merrill Denison, Canadian author 
and “bon viveur,” started out to be 
an architect, but jot waylaid when 
the Little Theatre at Hart House, To- 
ronto, suddenly needed a one-act play 
to round out an evening of Canadian 
offerings. Denison heard of the re- 
quest as a guest at rehearsal, and 
springing into action he turned out 
in a single evening a play which is 
now famous, ‘‘The Weather Breeder.® 
Interest in architecture waned short+ 
ly aftefwards, and Canadians were 
treated to a series of stories about 
the “Little Woman” (Denison’s 
charming wife) and the Irish dogs 
which are his particular pets. 

Of late years Merrill has tem« 
porarily deserted his apartment i 
Toronto for a hotel in New York, 
from which emerge with astonishing 
volume many of the dramatized short 
stories you hear on the air. 

He was called there after the tre- 
mendous success of his dramatis 
sketches of Canadian histo’ y for the 
Canadian National Railways.

have ever heard. It tells of his meet- 
ing with General Foch. “I will never 
forget my meeting with the great 
soldier,”’ he says. ‘As a second-class 
soldat of the French army during the 
battle of Verdun, I, of course, had 
every opportunity of getting to know 
and admire the French. There was 
no one else around to admire, in fagt, 


and as I became familiar with thefe 
facile tongue, I was continually stun- 
ned by their sang froid and elan de 
voyage. 

Respect For Brass Hat 

“This was particularly noticeable 
in the leaders, as I had brought vivid- 
ly home to me one day on the Chemin 
des Gare, near Bar-le-Duc, Ooze et 
Oize. Standing on the roadside, I 
suddenly saw coming towards me a 
vast cloyd of dust. Realizing some- 
thing of moment was up, I watched 
carefully, and saw that it was a 
staff car with the pennants of a field- 
marshal flying from the guerdons, 
Springing hastily to a rigid attention, 
I saluted, as General Foch swept by, 
anxious to pay my personal tribute 
to this great soldier who finally 
brought victory to the allied arms.

During the latter half of 
sixteenth century the Schoolfield 
family (then spelled Scofield) was 
one of the few Lancashire, England, 
families which successfully passed 
the close scrutiny of the King's 
heralds.

The first ancestor of whom we 
find record was “James Scofield, of 
Scofield Hall, who married a 
daughter of Leigh, of High Leigh.” 

Descendants of this family settled 
in Maryland. We find record of 
Henry Schoolfield in Somerset 
County, Maryland, as early as 1693,

who spell the name both Schoolfield 
and Seofield, are now found in var- 
ious states.

One and one-half cups soft bread 
crumbs, 2-3 cup milk, % cup grated 
cheese, 4 tablespoons butter, 114 tea- 
spoon salt, % teaspoon pepper, 1% 
teaspoon mustard, yolks 2 eggs, 
whites 3 eggs. 

Cook crumbs and milk until hot 
and smooth, stirring constantly, 
Add butter, salt, pepper and mus- 
tard and cheese, Cook and stir 
until cheese is melted. Remove at 
once from heat and add yolks of 
eggs which have been beaten until 
thick and lemon colored. Fold in 
whites of eggs which have been 


must be taken that it.is not over- 
cooked. Over-cooking of cheese 
makes it tough and splits the fat, 
making it difficult to digest. Cheese 
is sufficiently cooked when it is 
just melted. Consequently, when 
any part of a cheese dish requires 
prolonged cooking, this shuuld be 
done before the cheese is added. In 
the case of cheese sauce, be sure 
the sauce is thoroughly cooked be- 
fore adding the cheese. Then the 
cheese is melted in the hot sauce 
and the whole is blended in a 
smooth mixture without actually 
cooking the cheese. 


CHEESE FLAVORS SOUPS 

The following menu will undoubt- 
edly suggest other combinations to 
you.

Cheese must 
not be added to a soup during cook- 
ing. 

There are many varieties of 
cheese, both domestic and imported 
and for classification purposes they 
are conveniently divided into three 
groups-—hard, semi-hard and soft, 

The hard American cheese made 
from whole milk contains most of 
the protein and fat and a large part 
of the lime of the milk from which 
it is made. It's really a concentrat- 
ed form of milk and has great food 
value. This type of cheese adds vit- 
amins A and B to the diet. 


USE OF COTTAGE CHEESE 
Cottage cheese is high in nutri- 
tive value but low in fat and vita- 
mins. Freshly soured milk is de- 
sirable for making cottage cheese,

Manchester.—After many years of 
blindness a girl here has recovered 
her sight. 

During 12 years she underwent 
eight operations, all without result, 
and had given up hope of ever being 
able to see again when she was ad- 


vised to consult an ophthalmic 
surgeon at the Manchester Jewish 
hospital. 


Within nine months she has im- 
proved enough to see clearly with 
the ald of glasses, and may event- 
ually be able to manage without 
even this aid, 

It was not until Elizabeth Fletcher 
of Linton St., Harpurhey, had start- 
ed going to school that expert 
examination. revealed that one eye 
was completely blind and the other 
very seriously affected, : 

Treatment failed. She was willing 
to undergo operations in the hope 
that she would be bale to see, but a 
year ago, when she was 16, she 
heard the dread verdict that her} 
sight would never be restored, 

She had returned home in despair 
when by a coincidence, her mother 
was recommended by a friend to 
take her to the Jewish hospital, 

So impressed was the doctor by 
her pathetic eagerness to overcome 
her handicap that arrangements 
were quickly made for her to be 
admitted. An operation was perform- 
ed on one eye, and after weeks of 
doubt and anxiety the bandages 
were removed. 

Boundless Delight 

Then, at the age of 17, Betty could | 
really see, She was overcome with | 
delight and persuaded a patient in 
a neighboring bed to write to tell 
her mother the glad news. Her} 
mother hurried to the hospital. | 
“I can see you, mother,” was the) 
welcome greeting she received as) 
she approached her daughter's bed. | 

Not content with having the sight 
of only one eye, Betty agreed to) 
undergo further treatment, and the) 
hospital staff were amazed at the 
pluck with which she faced two} 
more painful operations, during | 
which the sight of her right eye was 
restored and that of her left 
strengthened, 

Now she has finished with opera- 
tions, and it will only be necessary 
for her to have her sight tested at 
intervals, so that her glasses may 
be adjusted. 

Here are the three things which 
impressed her most when she looked 
at the world for the first time since 
recovering her sight: The bigness of 
things; what boys looked like; what 
her mother looked like. 

“Everything Bigger” 

“I was amazed when I left the 
hospital,” she told a reporter, ‘“‘to 
find that everything was so much 
bigger than I had thought. I was 
also interested in the people, I had 
heard boys, but had not seen them, 
and I am not sure whether I did not 
like them better before than I do 
now. But my most pleasant sur- 
prise was to see my mother.” 

Betty’s mother and family 
delighted at her recovery. 

“She has been plucky all through,” 
said Mrs. Fletcher. “Her sight was 
so bad that she could barely tell 
the difference between darkness and 
daylight, but she used to insist on 
being taken out. Her sisters and 
friends have taken her everywhere, 
even to the pictures, where they had 
to tell her what was taking place on 
the screen; but now shé can see for 
herself,”

There are now scarcely enough 
tables for the crowd of players, but 
Monte Carlo derives no financial 
benefit from this, At the ‘free’ 
tables, the casino does not take the 
usnal five per cent. of the bank, 
This represents a considerable sum 
when the play is high, several run- 
ning banks from £1,000 to £6,000.

Caleutta, — G. A. Dyer, British 
manager of a tea estate at Misa- 
mara, near Jorhat, died in a forest 


bungalow after a despevate fight 
with a leopard in the Assam jungle. 

The leopard had been creating 
havoc among the cattle of surround- 
ing villages, and had been hit, but 
only wounded, by an Indian hunter,

CHANGES RIVER BED 


Pistoria.—Nearly one whole side ot 
the mountain that overlooks the vi! 
lage of San Marcelle Pistoliese has 
been in slow but steady movement 
for some time. 

It moves at the rate of about 
twenty feet a day, sometimes a little 
more and sometimes less. The 
phenomenon is really a kind of land- 
slide, but instead of the fall of the 
land bejng violent and rapid is de- 
liberate and slow in the case of the 
“moving mountain.” 

The disturbance in the soil is deep, 
for the woods on the summit of the 
mountain move slowly and majestic- 
ally down the slopes in perfect for- 
mation, It is not the mere surface 
which is moving, but the soil for a 
considerable depth covering the roots 
of big chestnuts and pines. The 
strange phenomenon has attracted 

reat attention and visitors are erriv- 
ng every day to see the “mountain 
that walks." Almost nothing is dis- 
turbed as the land proceeds in its 
slow. irrestetible fashion down to the 
River Lima, in which already great 
quantities of earth have fallen. Huts 
and gates, fences and ditches have 
been carried bodily down to the river 
without being destroyed or broken. 

The River Lima is being forced out 
of its bed and had flooded some 
houses and factories near Popiglio, 
without, however, doing great 
damage. Engineers and workmen 
are trying to cut a way through the 
landslide for the waters of the Lima 
to pass, so as to prevent serious 
floods.

SEVEN RULES | 


Without dwelling too much upon) 
that unfortunate phase of the situ- 
ation the Alberta Motor Association 
suggests that, in general, the most 
important things which can be done 
to reduce accidents and facilitate 
traffic movement are as follows: 

(1) The streets and roads can be 
so designed, built and maintained as 
to reduce the elements of danger 
and increase the free flow of traffic. 

(2) ‘Traffic regulations can be im- 
proved and made more uniform in 
the various localities. 

(3) Traffic control devices can be 
installed, and certain regulations 
adopted, only after careful studies 
have been made by traffic engineers 
to determine what is the most effec- 
tive method of handling the situ- 
ation, } 

(4) Good driver's license laws can | 
be enacted and adequate examin- | 
ations can be given before licenses 
are issued 

(5) The police can be given pub- 
lic support in the fair and impartial 
enforcement of the traffic laws. 

(6) Judges who properly punish 
reckless or drunken drivers, and 
other traffic offenders can be given 
public support, 

(7) A constant campaign of edu- 
cation in traffic safety can be con- 
ducted in the schools and among the 
people generally. 

If these remedies should be ap-| 
plied, traffic mishaps would not be 


entirely eliminated, but death and| 
destruction on the highways would) 
be enormously reduced, Each year! 
thousands of lives would be saved, 
hundreds of thousands of personal 
injuries would be avoided, and the 
saving in money would much more 
than cover all the costs involved in 
adopting the improvements, All that} 
is needed is sufficient public de- 
mand that the wholesale slaughter 
of citizens shall stop, and sufficient 
public determniation to make it 
stop. But the awakening of such a 
demand and determination is by far 
the most difficult problem in the 
whole field of traffic control.
